There was no dou bt in any one's mind that 
Tom wou ld go to college. After all, he was 
8 better-than-av erage stu dent in high school, 
8 m em ber of the football and swimming 
team s and v ice president of his class. 
Tom took his College Board ex am s, got 
satisfactory scores and applied to fiv e or 
six well-known u niv ersities. He was inter­ 
v iewed by college admissions officers. Then 


he waited. 
One by one, cordial letters from the u ni­ 
v ersities arriv ed. “ S orry /’ they said, “ bu t 
w e’v e been swamped with m any fine appli­ 
cations like y ou rs. We ju st hav e no m ore 
room .” 
No more room. All ov er the United States 
thou sands of high school stu dents with rec­ 
ords as good as T om ’s are receiv ing aca­ 
dem ic rejection slips—and lack of space or 
intensity of competition are generally cited 
as the reasons. 
As a resu lt, stu dents for whom college 
can be the gateway to the fu tu re are hav ing 
the gates slam m ed in their faces. 
Althou gh the cru sh at the doors of many 
colleges is critical—with no relief in sight— 
a nu m ber of fu lly accredited colleges do 
need and want qu alified stu dents. 
These colleges, generally , are not as aca­ 
dem ically prominent as the H arv ards and 
the Yales and the Stanfords of this cou ntry . 


They m ay be smaller, less wealthy and lack 
world-famou s scholars. 
Bu t they are, ac­ 
cording to the regional associations which 
rate them, qu ality institu tions. 
And it’s still not too late to apply , accord, 
ing to an agency which shou ld know—the 
College 
Admissions Center, 
a 
non-profit 
serv ice of the Association of College Ad­ 
missions Cou nselors. 


This grou p serv es as a clearing hou se for 
prospectiv e college stu dents. Stu dent appli­ 
cations sent to the center are stu died by 
representativ es of sev eral hu ndred m em ber 
colleges who, in tu rn, directly contact the 
stu dent. The center doesn’t gu arantee au to­ 
m atic admission to college for any one who 
applies, bu t it helps. 
So high school seniors who hav e been flat­ 
ly rejected by the colleges of their choice 
shou ld take heart. They can still go to col­ 
lege—if they really want to.

Bu t the desire of the Allies to 
relax their v igilance — if war 
didn’t seem too likely , they cou ld 
sav e money by not spending it 
on arm am ents—showed u p ear­ 
ly , as early as Septem ber 1950. 


At that time it seemed the 
Korean w ar might be ov er soon. 
President H arry S. Tru m an had 
to warn NATO that the greatest 
danger to the West wou ld be in 
ev er letting down its gu ard. 


Ev en in those early y ears, al­ 
thou gh he was then in retire­ 
ment, Gen. Charles de Gau lle 
was a force for disu nity . He

French troops wou ld be lost in 
the combined arm ies of NATO. 


By 1955, with Stalin gone, the

In the great, black-earth prairie states of 
Kansas and Iowa people are prou d of being 
Repu blican and go ou t of their way to tell 
y ou so. Bu t they add that Ly ndon Johnson 
is doing a fine job. that we were lu cky to 
hav e him standing in the wings after Dallas, 
and that they m ay well v ote for him. 
And in Iowa some of these Repu blicans 
also add that they hav e to adm it their 
Dem ocratic gov ernor, Harold Hu ghes, is do­ 
ing a good job. 
You get the sam e general sentiment in 
Illinois and Wisconsin, thou gh these are 
states which went Dem ocratic in 1960 and 
today hav e D em ocratic gov ernors. 
In brief, all ov er the middle west there 
is genu ine respect and ev en considerable 
enthu siasm for the way Johnson has con­ 
du cted himself du ring the first six months. 
And my observ ation is that he will carry a 
large part of the Midwest. 
Ev en Kansas, which has been rock-ribbed 
in its Repu blicanism since the battles of 
John Brown of Osawatomie, is qu ite likely 
to go for Johnson. Woodrow Wilson and F. 
D. Roosev elt are the only Dem ocrats who 
hav e carried Kansas in this centu ry , bu t 
this y ear Johnson has a good chance of 
doing the same. F u rtherm ore an energetic, 
respected Democrat, H arry G. Wiles, is ru n­ 
ning for gov ernor, and althou gh Democratic 
gov ernors 
in Kansas arc as scarce 
as 
women at the National Press C’lu b in Wash­ 
ington, it’s believ ed Johnson m agic plu s 
Wiles’ get-u p-and-go m ay pu t a Democratic 
gov ernor in the state hou se. 
Why LBJ Is Ascendent 
This rev ersal of the Democratic tide—and 
it was seriou sly ebbing last fall—is du e to 
sev eral factors: new v igor in the White 
Hou se: L B J ’s tight rein on Congress; set­ 
tlement of the railroad dispu te; prosperity . 
4 Significantly also Johnson's sale of wheat 


to Ru ssia, thou gh opposed by Repu blican 
congressmen, was popu lar in the Midwest. 
F arm ers are now rem em bering who their 
friends were on the v ote, with the resu lt 
that Kansas Congressman Rob Dole is in 
trou ble. 
He v oted against the wheat sale 
to Ru ssia. 
On the Repu blican side, Henry Cabot 
Lodge is popu lar, B arry Goldwater, Nix on 
and Rockefeller are not. Lodge wou ld giv e 
Johnson a ru n for his money . If Goldwater 
is nominated, the LBJ landslide will be 
g reater than F D R ’s defeat ot Alf Landon 
in 1936. when only Vermont and Maine went 
Repu blican. 
Note—Landon, who has alway s taken his 
defeat philosophically , is liv ing in Topeka 
today , a Repu blican liberal who when the 
GOP has become too reactionary has leaned 
Democratic. He was of great help to Ken­ 
nedy in redu cing the tariff barriers.

The 
Ru ssians jolted the West, bu t 
good, by warning they wou ld hit 
Britain with missiles, althou gh 
no one was su re the Sov iet Un­ 
ion had missiles then.

Britain and France, told them 
to qu k in Egy pt. They did. 
On May 31, 1958, De Gau lle 
retu rned to power as prem ier 
and within a month began dis­ 
mantling the u nity of NATO by

weapons. 
Then he had a new idea: that 
the United States, Britain and 
France shou ld be the bosses of 
NATO. The idea was a “ di­ 
rectorate.” The United States 
wou ldn’t 
bu y 
it, 
say ing 
this 
wou ld m ean less participation 
for the sm aller cou ntries. 
He went on from there u ntil 
now, as president, with dream s 
of a tremendou s France, he talks 
in term s of a Eu rope of “ father­ 
lands,” a loose association of 
fu lly sov ereign states as inde­ 
pendent of the United States as 
possible. 
Meanwhile, two other NATO 
partners hav e dev eloped bitter­ 
ness to each other, Greece and

things her dau ghter-in-law is do­ 
ing with the new baby — de­ 
spite the blessings ot the pe­ 
diatrician. 
For ex ample, the baby was 
ex posed to flash bu lbs when it 
was only a few day s old. Also, 
the little one was ex posed to 
lou d talking,’ lau ghter, radio and 
telev ision noise while sleeping. 
The baby is not fed according 
to any set schedu le and solid 
foods were started when 
the 
child was only 3 months old. 
The grandparent hesitated to 
interfere for fear of antagoniz­ 
ing her dau ghter-in-law bu t she 
was plainly worried. Well, she 
can set her mind at ease. There 
hav e been many changes in in­ 
fant care in the last 20 or 30 
y ears. 
Flash bu lbs do not harm when 
held at least 10 feet away from 
the baby . If the baby is not 
looking 
directly 
at 
the 
bu lb 
when it flashes the danger is 
lessened ev en fu rther. 
Babies are frightened by a 
su dden lou d noise: bu t normal 
hou sehold noises will not distu rb 
them if they are allowed to get 
u sed to them early in life. Ba­ 


bies lov e to sleep, and once 


they hav e fallen into a sou nd 


sleep, ev en a clap of thu nder 


may not awaken them. It it is 
tru e that the sou nds one hears 
du ring sleep are stored away 
in 
the 
su bconsciou s, 
nothing 
cou ld be better for y ou r sleeping 
beau ty than to be ex posed to 
the sou nd of mu sic and lau gh­ 
ter. 
The new sty le in feeding is 
called 
“ dem and 
feeding.” 
It 
m akes a lot m ore sense than 
the old rigid schedu les. It is 
m ore relax ing for the m other 
—and baby , too. 
M a n y 
pediatricians 
n ow 
recom m end giv ing cereal and 
strained baby foods in the ba­ 
by ’s fou rth or fifth month and 
egg y olk abou t a month later. 
Sometimes to get the baby u sed 
to the taste of a new food (v eg­ 
etable, fru it or m eat) a few 
teaspoons 
of 
clear 
ju ice 
or 
broth is giv en for sev eral day s 
before solid food is offered. 
The proof of the method is 
the 
resu lt. 
If 
this 
wom an's 
grandchild is reasonably happy 
most of the time and is gaining 
weight, she has nothing to wor­ 
ry abou t. 


There were 
13,300 cases of 
mou th cancer reported last y ear 
and 5.9 00 mou th cancer patients 
died.

of disease are mu kiple, they are 
also obscu re.

cau ses. We are concerned with 
method of early detection. 
By m eans of a simple pain­ 
less test, it is now possible to 
determ ine if cancer cells are 
present In the mou th. 
This 
is the 
Pap test. 
Dr. 
George Nicholas Papanicolaou , 
a Greek scientist working at the 
New York Hospital in the Cor­ 
nell Medical Center was its dis­ 
cov erer. It has been u sed su c­ 
cessfu lly for y ears in othter part 
of the body , bu t only recently 
adapted for u se in the mou th. 
It’s so simple: the su spected 
area is lightly scraped with a 
wooden tongu e depressor: some 
su rface cells are remov ed: this 
is 
wiped 
onto a 
glass 
slide; 
fix ed; stained and ex amined u n­ 
der a microscope. 
Cancer 
cells 
are 
different 
from normal cells and staining 
brings ou t this difference. It is 
easy for an ex pert (cy tologist) 
to see by this difference whether 
cancer cells are present. 
The Pap test is not infallible.

The 
baby in a griev ing child like 
v ou r son will blam e u s for the 
death of his father, attribu ting 
it to ou r cru el refu sal to ex ert 
ou r magical powers. He m ay 
not only treat u s with resentfu l 
coldness bu t actu ally fee! that 
we hav e no right to the life that 
we hav e retu sed to preserv e for 
his father. 
He is u nlikely to be consciou s 
of his desire tit blame. As bis 
su rv iv al depends u pon ou r lite, 
he can't afford to rea ize that 
he begru dges life to u s. So the 


begru dgment ca n’t ex plode it­ 
self in an open accu sation—a 
cry of su ch clearly u nreasonable 
dem and that we cou ld easily 
recognize the pain and loneli­ 
ness behind it. 
Instead, his ir­ 
rational disappointment with u s 
will trickle ou t of him in need­ 
ling rem arks and resistitng be­ 
hav ior that giv e u s no inkling 
of his stru ggle with pain and 
loneliness. 
Think ov er what I hav e said. 
If it gains in tru th for y ou . y ou 
can find y ou r own way to ev oke

son’s

blaming feeling—and so break 
throu gh the barrier of his anger 
at y ou to his hu rt and need for 
y ou r comfort. 
Like children’s, ou r grief too, 
contains mu ch anger: If we are 
religiou s, we will become v ery 
angry at God for refu sing to 
prev ent the death of ou r lov ed 
peson and giv e ou r priest, ou r 
minister or rabbi a v ery rou gh 
time. 


Children, stru ggling with the 
anger that is alway s mingled 
with grief, will tu rn it u pon u s. 
And hold u s somehow responsi­ 
ble lor the griev ou s ev ent. 
They resist the reality of hu ­ 
man helplessness in ihe face of 
death as v iolently as we do.
